THE STATE.

The following is the address of the Union
League of this city te the voters of the Blate,
which was adopted at the meeting Iast
night:—

Fellow-cltizens —Again you are called to the

s to delend the cavse lor which, siace 1860,
you have shown your devotion ln #o many
gacrifices,

You doubtless thought when the Rebels lald
down their nrme nud acknowledged themselves
vanguished, thet the strogele was over, and
that nll for which yott had fought was secured,
You muy ask yourselves why, three years aftot
& {riumph so complete, vour exertions are still
necessary (o seltle the guestlons which were
apparentiy decided forever at Appomnttox
Court-house; and perhaps you feel digsatistied
that the couniry has not subsided Into the
peaceful gaict 50 enrnestly desired by all good
cittzens, 1 50, vou huve erred and sl err, in
reparding the Hebellion as merely the move-
ment of & fow unquiet spirits, who made
ekiltul use of slavery ns the means by which to
gratlly the longiogs of personal ambition,

Tue Rebelllon was much more than thls, It
wis the strugule between two opposite systems
of soviety, On theone hand were the traditions
ol feadalism, ot casie, ot cl:us‘pl'i\'ilcuu.». the
reaction ogainst modern thought and liberly,
which for three generations hud moulded every
institution, and had traiped the people to ouw
unvarylog course of thongh!, On fhe other
Duni were the expiansion of procress, belief in
the dignily of labor, fuith in the liberty of
thovglit—=in fine, the absolute right of every
wan to reuson tor himsell sod to earve nat his
oan desting,  That systems so auntagonistic
shiould, soover or latey, measure thewr slrepgth
In deadly strite was inevitable.

Human sinvery was the most prominent bual-
wark of the Southern system, and it natorally
became the ostensible cause of sirusgle. Nutu-
rully, also, it perished in the war which it bad
provoked, becinse it was the most assallable
and lesst defensible portion of the systém,
When wo merked the downfall of Lhnt great
Inlguity, we shouted that our work was done,
for we bad given too little thougbt to all that
luy belund slavery, thut had fostered it, and had
been fostered by it, Nor hod we yet sounded to
ils utmost depths e vnseness of that faction,
fulsely styling itselt Democratic, which, eraze:d
with the lust ot oflice, s realy to sell itzell
into bondage nealn to the mastera whose rule
hind wrodght such rain to us all,

No, ol
done nntil Northern ioeas shull bave penetrated
throughout the Soath, and soclety there shill
buve rccousttueted itsell on the basis of wrac
Jdemoctacy. Woen Abrahum Lincoln suid that

the Uolted States could not rematn Lslf slave
sud hatll free, he gave utternoce ovly lo a por-
tion ol n great truth, OVur country must be
Lumozeueons, Ooe eection of It canuot be
aristocenie, oursivg @cdulously the exploded

notions of elass priviteges, and persccuting wen
becaise they lubor for their daily bread, or
beenuse they entertam Idens repugonant to the
dominant custe; while the other section honors
labor and the iaborer, admits of no distinetion
belween eltizens, wud graots ine fullest tolera-
tion to every shade of oplulouw on every subject.
Que section eannot set up the State as the sove-
reign object of ita nllezianee, while the other
admits of no rival to the Uniou in its claims
upon the citizen. Yet now, that slavery is
legnlly doad, nud secesslon has been nominally
renounced, these difereuees between the North
and the South exist us sharply as ever, Until
they shali be reeved, political stetfc mest con.
tinue as keen and cager as the steife lutely
hitehed on the buattle-deld. The result wust
necessarily be that eitber Northern ldeas must
conguer the Bouth, as Northern srms have
alrcudy dope, or that Soutbern ldeas must ae-
colplisb what Southern arwe 50 wiserably
fadled In attempting,

Fuclosed s we ure between iwo ocaans, oo
cupiers torover of the same land, this is the
strocele which s ter belore us, We cdanuot
shirk it. We canpot shan the secessity which
2 upon us, We moy seck in cowardly mood to
gheink Lack from our appointed work, but we
shall merely postpous the iuevitable, aud pro-
lone the Javor sud suffering, 1t i8 only by
pressing forward resolutely, but prudently aud
wicely, 10 do that which 1‘|‘JY!I|-'I!,I1' lias or-
dained us to do, that we can escapé with the
1enst amount of toil aud loss,

The burden of thie work whieh lies before
18 has boen Immessarably ipcreased by the
sclfish stolidity and shortesighted reoklessuess
of the Democretie party,  kyven as in 1560-61
they invited thetr slavelolding  allics into
1uinous relbellion, 0 now, 1n the hope of o
teporary  restorastion to power, they are
gedylonsly nreipe those same allies Lo resist
afresh the jvevitable course of events. For.
gettul of thie fearful record of the pust, wil.
fully disregardive the trresistible developments
of the future, they seek ounly to paoder to
populsr passion In the prosent, and rest their
hopes of success solely on their .-l\'lll_ 1o work
upon the meanest motives and prejudices of
hetr dupes.

We would not judge them harshly, for they
are our [ellow-countrymen, That the masses of
the party are houestly wishing to do their duty
we dare not doubt, but they bave surrendereil
themeelves Lo leaders who make sport ol their
honor, wed sell them for the vilest price that
ever ireemen were barganed for, Who is there
go hnrdened that his eheek did noet tingle with
shnine when be learned that General Forrest, of
Tennesseerlorrest the vegro trader, Forrest thie
gueitlla, Forrest the butcher of Fort Pudiow,
was o Democratic delegate to a National Cone
yention nsscmbled to frame o platform, and to
select enudidates for whom men of the North
are expected to vote?  Yet abject as is this
decradation, they sneceeded in reaching a fur-
ther depth, for this swme Forrest was able to
boast publicly on his return tbhat four-ifths ot
the Nortbein Demoernts whom ke hnd met
apolog.zed 1o him for having opposed the S8outh
in ber rebellions When the Demoeratie party
thus eutrusts \tsell wholly to men who nlhjun_-
their maubood, Is 16w be wondered at if they
ndopt u set of principles dictated to them by
Wi le Hnmpton, uvd  present for your sullrages
men who are pledged Lo undo as Tar as poss ble
all that the war bhus secomplished, eveu ut the
coob 0 muother war?! Or cau we be surprised
that the South, Guding such facile alliss, should
enzerly reveil to its old ideas, and should strive
to make those ideas permanently trinmphiaut as
the guiding priveiples of the républic ?

If secession is thns stlll rampant, theother old
heresies are not lees vigorous, Tne spint of
feudul oppression aopd class privilege, the con-
tempt for honest labor, and the deiermination
to keep it in subjeetion, which formerly manl-
fested themselves in slavehdlding, were, when
slavery wad abolished, promptly ressseried fo
the black codes suncted throughout the Bouth
by Mr. Johnson's reconstracted Legislatares,
Now that these al=o have been swept away, tho
same spirit reveals teelt in the schemes to con-
trol the negre vote, und to reader him the
ingtrument of his own distranchisement. Publie
speakersoponly advisecombinod action to thirow
out ol employment every man who doea uol
vole the Democritic tickel, and assoclatlons ire
gpringing up everywhere rle.hmfl to carry out
thiza policy 1n an organized munner, It 14 fitting
that men styling themselves Democrats shoul
manifest such vtter contempt for the frst ele-
ment of republican déemocracy.

Nor Is the old into'erance, which placed a
padlock on the Vps of every man who did not
think with the n-muritf. one whit abated, Free
thong bt sud iree speceh—the vital breath of our
institutione—are n= Obooxious to the Southern
mind to<d4ay a8 when peaceful cinzens were
tarred and  feathered for disbelieving io the
Dawvine appoiutment of chatiel bondage, All
who frankly sccept the results of the war, all
men, whetber Northiera orf Southsru, who
honestly belleve that the South can by read-
jusied to the necessi‘ies of the new era, are
denounced a5 untit for haman companiouship;
they nre to be pluced under the ban, and ex-
posed to ingenious persecution, until driven
awoy in despair trom a community which is
obstinplely determined to learn nothing wud to
forget nothing.

Still more porientous is the undiminished
vigor of the old spirit of lawlessuess—the spirit
which tauglit that it was noble aud chivalrie to
dety toe luw, and which cver sympathized with
aud protecied the Inwy breaker, The pecalinr
bopet of modern Auglo.Saxon civillzation is the
innate reverence for the sanclity of law which
enubles yast enmniuuities to live with perfect
gn'ely to person and property, aud without sub-
jection to the bayonet. It is this trulnivg which
rangik every citizen lustinclively ueaiust the
law-breaker, and thus relieves us from the ruin-
oug expense aud demoralization of huge staud-
ing amnies, nod in this traloiog the South is un-
forturmtely more dedeient than ever, Wilness
the hundred murders 1 month now occurring
unpunished in Lowtstann: witness the nine hon
dred sod thirty uine bomicides which have been
perpetrated in Tose: =ince the Rebelllon-was
euppreseed, and tor which but one murdsrer bhas
becn haneed; witoess the burnivg of neZro
schools aud the lynching of neagro leachers;
witnesg  the outruges of Ku-klux Kians,
eombining every c¢lement of  grotesque
terocity. No  one  understood  the power
of thia epirit  better than Geeeral Blwr,
when, foreseeing that the Fouth would contiol
the Demoeratic Conventior, he bid for ils sup-
ort by pledging him-elt 1o trample upon the
aws of Congress, to cosrce the Benate into sub-
migsion, and to disperse by force the recon-
strueted govornments of the Bouthern States,
The arttul bait was epgerly ewallowed, and
simultancously very organ of  Southern
opinion appeals to (oree (o corry the election,
or upset the electlon in case of defeat.  Every
disiranchizsed Rebel {= 1o vole, and if these (lle-
g0l votes are retused, the bayonet s invoked to
compel their reception.  Virginig is to vote, and
Toxag, nnd Mississippl, States pob yet orgunized
ot recoenized, and the Senate is to be overawed
into counting theiv ballots in the Klectoral Col-
lege; while, it these hopeful schemes fail in
winving suecess for thelr revolutionnry candi-
dates, civil war is treely threstened as o lost
resait,

We have no fears that 1this antiquated system
of lawlessness, of oppression, ot anistocracy,
and of seeession ¢nn win an dltimate and per-
monent vietory, for the =pirit of the ace is
seatnst i, and soouer or lder o must g0 down
aod be burted with the kindred relice ol now
forgotten wroug aud error. Nelther can we

| promise you that the sucoess ol the Republican

party nt the coming elections will at once eles
vote the South from darkness iuto lght, We
only know thal, ns eure as there is aGod In
heaven, progress sud enlightenmedt and free-
dom must triumph in the eud. It reste with you
to spy whother thia triamph sball be speedy and
weaeeful, or whether the strugile shall be pro-
ooged and ardouous, leading to convulsious us
fierce as those from which we have just
emerged.,  ‘The wlllanee between the Demo-
cracy und reaction i3 so thorongh and cordinl
that the mnomiuation ot Seymour and Blair
is everywhere Dbailed ot the Bouth as the
justiication of the Mebellion, and 1he bitterest
Hebels openly declare that, in striving for the
success of their candldates, they are but con-
tinulug the battle for the lust cause—iliat they
are tightivg uow for what they fought for from
1861 1o 18656, Bhould they by any pos=sibility of
foree or traud carry the day, think what &
dreary vista of auarchy and strife we shall have
to traverse ere we euu restore the couniry to
even the mensure of peace which we now enjoy.
Exhausted a8 we are, avd peeding yeurs of gaist
industry to make good the lossee and the rava-

THE RELIGION OF JAPAN.

Origin and Progress of Buddhism,

Dr. D, B, Bimmons coniributes an interesting
article on the religlon of Jupan to the Seprember
numwber of Hours a! Home, What i Known ns
the "*Shinto fith'” was the only religion of the
Jupanese for centuries, Tt wae indigenous and
peculisr to the Japavese, and accounts in a
metnphorical way for the creation of man and
of the universe. The Shintoa do ot belieye in
n future stite of cternal punishment, and genes
rally are’ optimists, They believe in feasting

«tuther than in fusting: and their only serious

roliglous observance is that of making pilzcim-
aces, Thelr temples sre always pluced in the

proaches to which are tree-lived avenues, with
Hupreseive entianee gales, Atthe great religions
festiva! uo Buoddhist 1s allowed to approach,
except fu the golee of a layman., On their pil-
g.lmages atricl abstinence I8 observed from
everyibing unclean or impure, but at the closa
of these services they indalge in all mavner of
eXCersCr,

ln the year 285 Wain, a disciple of Confucius,
obtained poermission to visit Jupaw, under pre-
text of secking a remedy for a disoase under
which the Chinese Emperor was sufleriong, but
really to eseape from his tyranny. He was well
received at the Janapese Court, and taneht the
doctrines of Confucius so effectunily thal the
Mikado became o convert, and his example was
largely tollowed. Considerable sructs of laod
were given as endowments in varfans parts of
the empire, which were apportioned as *‘liv-
ings" bly members of the Mikado tamily., So
gcrnpulous were they in the observance of the
precepts ol Contuciug, that when the Mikado
died, the two heirs to the throue, whose clutims
were best, refosed the suceession, in obedience
to the rule that when the right to o thivg or
pliace s disputed each must retuse in delerence
10 the other, Alter three years of delav, one of
the belrs kindly terminated the controversy by
committivg sulcide, The Shiutos, happy in
the belel of thenr eplenrenn doctrines, made no
violent opposition to those ot Counluclus,

The Inigoduction of Buddolsm was, however,
altended with ditiealtres. Thewritersays: —-

*The dgte-at which this took pleee, aud the
allendivg eircumstances of the event, wo find
given with much precision and considerable
detail in the punonnl records.  Iu 512 A, D, the
peuinsula of Corea was vwisited by terrible
tamine, ITo the umversal distress, the seed
usually reserved for the ensulng crop wai cone
sumed, and the land consequently without
menns of reprodueing the wecessarics ol llie.
The Mikndo heuriug of this, gent 1o the Coreans
several thousaud bushels of wheat as seed,  As
an expresesion o gratitude for this Impecial
muuiticence, the afllicted people gent an em-
bussy to tbe Mikado, with the most costly and
precions rehic thelr couutry possessed, viz,, a
golden jwpge of Buddha, which had been
prought from Iodia, the birthplace of thesucred
person it represeuted.,  Accowmwpsuyiug them
was u corps of missionarles and teachers, with
books aud all the paraphernalin of Buddhistic
worship.

“Roere-tinos, of the thirty.second dynasty,
Wis o1 the throoe, and be immediately catled »
couneil of state 1o deliberate nnd decide upon

the propriety of accepting so novel a return for
bis wheat, Tucsc deltberations amounted to
thig:—II two such apncient und great vatlons ss
India avd Ching have adopred the relieion and
worship of Buddha, is it not consislent for us to
give the subiect at least our earnest couslderas
tion? At the close ol the conference a division
of opinicu was found to exist—luama and
Moria, the two principal ministers of hls
Majesty, (akipg opposite sides, An earnest
appeal from Morin iu favor of their natiopal
religion und the gross and wicked heresy of
abandoning the crealors of their country and
progenitors of thelr race, carcled the council,

| and Inamn was told toat if he wished to adopt

the foreign fith he could do go, but it could not
beedcwe the religion of the court or country,

“Upon this he took the golden Baddha, ﬁuill
a temple, und placing it upon the altar, instituted
for the first lume ldolatrous worship 1o Jupuu,
Betug n thorough convert to Buddhism, his zeal
for its establishent only incrensed with oppo-
eition. Huving a great influence at court, he ut
once began to vee 1t Lo strengthen his position
aud overthirow Lis opponents. Unscrapulous as
to the meaus, be resorted at first to the dagueer of
the assassin, and lastly to the massacre of huuys
dreds who opposed his work of apostasy, amoug
whom was Mana. By these means, and intrigues
at court, he succeeded, alter several years of ju.
cessant effort, in gluciug on the throne a Mikado
who bad been imbued with the Buddhist fsith,
The zeal of this Mikado was guite equal to that
of luama’s; but he soon ubdicated the throne,
took the priestly robes, and devoted his 1ife,
revenue, and influeuce Lo Lhe building up of the
faith of his adoption, During his reigo, and
through his lubors, the number of templey
erceted to the worship of Buddha amounted to
44, the prieqts to 816, aud the nuns to 569,

*“This was the condition of Buddhism in
Japan in 624 A, D, or sevenly-two years after
the prescntatioun ol the golden Buddha by
the Corenns,  From that time forward the wor-
ship of the greut mass of the Jupauese may be
considered as essentiully Duddbist, nothiug
having arisen {o check in uny way its stoady
advance, uutil the country waa discovercd by
Lhe Portuguese, und the Jesuits and Fravciscan
mouks entered upon their missionary labors in
the yoear.1540."

There ure no other avidences that up to the
tinie of the immigration of the Portuguese there

every subject 1o register himself as a Buddhist,
Especial etloris were made to crush out Roman
Caiholiclsm, but it is belleved that there are
large numbers to this day who cherish secretly
the dociripes of that taith,

For two hundred years Buddhism has made
no res) progress, The Tycoon, even, woraulps
the shinto divinities, Tue priests are as a class,
“lenorant, bigoted, lazy, aad heentious,” wud
come muinly 1rom the lower clusses and from
among those who seek the sacerdotal profession
fis an e:cupe from the couscquesces of some
crime. |The mountain priests are lttle more
thnn begpars. The Buddlust priests are not
allowed 10 cat flesh or ment, and have generally
usickly apprarance.

The deseription we bave used concludes as
follows:—

“The forms and ceremonies of Buddhisticwor-
ship as practised by the Jupunese copsist in the
repetition of set forms of prayer, whlch, with
their religions works aod liturgy, are written in
A elrapge lavgoage (Tull and Sanserit); o pros.
tration hefore the images of their god-man
Buddha, towards which they bow thelr head on
pasaing; in sel sermons of exbortation to the
people: n fasts, religious processions, aud pii- |
primages; lo ielf-demal, mortideatlon of the
flesh, and externdl forms of purlly, in prayers
for the dead und sale of merits,  The temiple
worsbip s conducted by several pricsts, who
officiate In turn, or togeilier, They wear white
robes, with gold and silver trimmings, which are
chapged frequently, and are assiited by smull
boys, also robed, who tinkle bells st certalu |
points in the ceremony.

HONDURAS.

Propress of the Insurrection in Olamcho,

The New York Herald'scorrespondent, writing
from Truxillo, Honduras, C, AL, July 27, snys: =

The pesce and tranguility that the publie nas
bien enjoyipg for moure thau two years was
fomewhat aopleasantly distarbed ou the Hth ot
thits month by an Ipsurrectlosnry movement in
the department of Olancho, Fortunately it
proved a mere ripple—a fretting of the sarface
that coon censed, To-day I fuuoy 1 can sufely
propounce the walers once more calm suod
tranguil,  On the wlght of the day just indi
cited one Chinchonero, an impatieat, reckless
character, with apast eareer semi-political and
sem-baudittattacked the town of Juticalpy, and
alter o short contest with the tew men on duly
there, made bimsell master of the place, i3
force wne small, alfogether not amoanting to
one hundred men, and was comnosed ohiwefly of
lawless wen from the Departmeat of Teguel-
galpn, Lientepant-Colonel Nagario Garay, the
Government's Prefecto, Is reported to bave been
killed by the band, as wlso turee other persons,
ovca civilian. On July 18 Juifealpa was ro-
nuthorities, the Govy-
ernor of the Department, Geperal Fernandez,
entering the place at the head of six hundred
men, moetly of the volonteer militia, Chineho
nero and his followers very prudently left
betore these troops arrived. Ao  active
pursuit has been undertaken, and stroug hopes
are eptevtalned that & portion nt least, of these
perturbators of the republic's peace will be
overtaken and duly punished., They are said to
have scattered in mapy directions, the band
haviog divided into a dogen or more groupe,
each going ita own way. This renders pursoit

Any amount of volunteers
could at once have been obtaiued for its suppress
sion. In the border town of Yoro, of this
department (Yoro also by name), ninety men
immediately voluntecred to aid the authorities,

Amidst the coutlict of phenomens
of the human mind sud body, we have arrived
now at the exrrcsn controversy of Peychology
agninst Physiology, Beyond the mere siate-
ment of the fact we have scarcely advanced a
ttep.  The first canuot be, with any aceuracy,
called o ecience at nl), aud the other is in little
more than a rodimentury state; but it is no
emull gain to have arrived at some couception
of the nature of the problem set before us, and
il some l1bert[yol hypothesis as Lo its conditions.
1n brief, and in the plainest terms, while there
Is still o multitnde deluding and disporting itself
with a false hypolhesis about certain mysteries
of the human mind, aud claiming to have ex-
plained the marvels of epiritunhsm by making
an objective world of their own subjective ex.
perience, the scientific physiologists are pro-
ceeding, by observation and experiment, to
penetrate more and more the secrels ol our In-
tellectual and moral law.
